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Two arrested 
in hotel 
robbery

Two Inkster men suspected of go¬ 
ing on a 24-hour, four-city robbery 
spree late Wednesday and early 
Thursday morning last week were ar¬ 
rested by Dearborn Heights police af¬ 
ter an unsuccessful fifth robbery at¬ 
tempt 

The suspects are accused of rob¬ 
bery at stones in Inkster, Romulus and 
die Heights and also assault with the 
intent to nob while armed in the city of 
Wayne. 

Jeffrey Kelly, 21, and Terry Scott, 
20, are behind bars at the Wayne 
County Jail in lieu of $200,000 cash 
bonds. They are chaiged with armed 
robbery and possession of a firearm 
during the commission of a felony in 
the City of Romulus. 

Kelly and Scott were nabbed by 
the Dearborn Heights police after they 
allegedly attempted to rob a store on 
Telegraph Road. The robbery was 
the fourth in a series of robberies that 
the suspects may have been involved 
in, according to Wayne police. 

“In less than 24-hours, starting 
around 10:45 p.m on Wednesday un¬ 
til the early morning hours on Thurs¬ 
day, we believe that these suspects at¬ 
tempted to commit a robbery in our 
city (Wayne). They are also wanted 
for questioning for armed robberies 
in Romulus and Inkster,” said Lt. 
Tom Miller, of the Wayne Police De¬ 
partment 

The incident in the Wayne case 
occurred in a parking lot at the Wayne 
Forest Apartments, on Venoy Road, 
north of Annapolis Road where 
armed robbers approached their vic¬ 
tim as he was getting out of his vehi¬ 
cle. The victim managed to elude the 
robbers. 

Kelly and Scott were arraigned in 
the 29th District Court before Judge 
Carolyn Archbold. They were 
chaiged with attempted robbery and 
released a personal bond. 

Inkster Sgt Kevin Smith said on 
Monday the defendants were inter¬ 
viewed by the department after they 
were taken into custody in the 
Heights, and they had reportedly ad¬ 
mitted to a robbery on Fairwood 
Street 

“Dearborn Heights had arrested 
the suspects and one of our detectives 
interviewed them,” Smith said “The 
Heights have them now.” 

Romulus police said that the de¬ 
fendants are accused of holding up at 
employees at the Baymont Hotel, at 
9000 Wickham Road. The robbery 
occurred about 7 pm on June 6. 

Dearborn Heights police did not 
return calls made by MCN Staff Writ¬ 
ers. 



Plastech granted 
$8 million 10-year 
tax abatement

Plastech Engineered Products, 
who will be moving to the old 
Shiloh Industries plant, was granted 
a 12-year tax abatement on the prop¬ 
erty by the Romulus City Council. 

The total project cost including 
land improvements, building im¬ 
provements, machinery, equipment, 
furniture and fixtures, is exactly 62, 
500,000 dollars. Tax relief for Plas¬ 
tech is approximately 8 million dol¬ 
lars over a term of eight years. 

As it stands, the city would get 
approximately 199,000 dollars from 
the property. If the abatement is ap¬ 
proved, revenue to the city would to¬ 
tal approximately 800,000 dollars. 

“I have never been real support¬ 
ive of tax abatements. My personal 
belief is that there are good times 
and there are bad times to grant 
abatement. (I believe) that this is the 
time,” said Councilwoman Debbie 
Romak, who was serving as Chair in 
place of Randolph Gear. 

The abatement eases the cost of 
city services in order to help the 
company save money and maintain 
their business when the economy is 
slow. Romulus City Council is pro¬ 


moting Plastech’s development be¬ 
cause of the jobs it will bring and the 
company’s good reputation. 

Those who work in the plant 
don’t have to wear earplugs. Com¬ 
pany Vice-President Ronald Lewis 
totes that it’s a “clean, quiet opera¬ 
tion.” Workers will be making injec¬ 
tion-mold plastic interior parts for 
Ford, GM and Chrysler. 

‘We’re 15 years old and we have- 
been profitable every year of our ex¬ 
istence,” said Lewis. 

Most of the construction on the 
old Shiloh plant will be done to the • 
outside in order to expand the facili¬ 
ty. It has 160,000 feet of manufactur- - 
ing space. Lewis estimated that it I 
will give Plastech about 65 percent 
of what they had planned on produc¬ 
ing at the originally proposed site. 

The company will immediately 
look into expansion projects. “It’s a 
critical, strategic plan that has been 
well thought-out,” said Lewis. 

Plastech, whose headquarters are J 
in Dearborn, wishes to employ over • 
200 new workers, starting next - 
month. The plant will be an addition * 
to their manufacturing operations ' 
and will not be the result of a plant 
closing in another city.

The suspect, name withheld 
until warrant is served, had been 
caught trespassing on the victim's 
property.

Special ed election 
could lower taxes 


The Romulus Board of Education 
recently passed a resolution that will 
help make winners out of special edu¬ 
cation students, homeowners and the 
school district 

Here’s how: On August 6th, the 
Wayne County Regional Educational 
Service Agency is asking voters to ap¬ 
prove a 1.5 charter millage increase 
throughout Wayne County. The pur¬ 
pose of this increase will be to help 
fund rising special education costs 
caused mainly by consistent increases 
in the special education population of 
Wayne County. 

Wayne County RESA Executive 
Director of Finance Steve Ezikian re¬ 
ported that “it can cost as much as 
$42,000 per year with an additional 
$4,000 for transportation to meet the 
required state and federal mandates for 
some of the high needs special educa¬ 


tion students.” 

He also pointed out that, “8000 of 
these students receive their education 
at 38 countywide Special Education 
Centers and that a total of 44,000 
Wayne County students (1 out of 8) re¬ 
ceive special education services.” 

In exchange for a “yes” vote 
Romulus Board of Education has 
promised to lower the district’s Hold 
Harmless millage by 2 mills (if the 
millage passes countywide). 

“This will allow a Romulus home- 
owner to wind up with an overall Vi 
mill tax reduction,” claimed Romulus 
Schools Director of Business and Fi¬ 
nance Bill Routhier. 

Routhier added, that this millage 
would, “lower taxes by $25 to $50 per 
year for the average Romulus home- 
owner.”

court. "A judge should work hard 
to render decisions that are fair and 
honest to the parties as well as to 
the community." 

Vocal on the rights of all people, 
Chedraue believes also that a judge 
has a duty to inform and educate the 
people as to court functions and its 
role within the community. He also 
believes that the court has a duty to 
give its full attention to whatever 
case may be before them. "The per¬ 
son who is charged, either criminal¬ 
ly or with a civil issue has a right to 
be heard expeditiously and in an ef¬ 
ficient manner," said Chedraue.

Soft-spoken and meticulous Lil¬ 
lian Randolph went about her busi¬ 
ness at City Hall seeking remedies 
for an aging city which appeared to 
have more problems than most in 
the immediate area of the City of 
Inkster A workaholic who refused 
to buckle under the pressure of poli¬ 
tics, Randolph was admired and re¬ 
spected by her friends as well as her 
distracters. 

“She was an asset to our city,” 
said Councilman Ernest Hendricks. 
“Through her efforts, the Beech 
Daly Project was launched with the 
city of Dearborn Heights. “She was

so resourceful and helpful I consid¬ 
ered Lillian a close friend.” 

Mrs. Randolph, who served as 
community planner for the City of 
Inkster in the late 1980’s, died of 
leukemia on June 16 at Henry Ford 
Hospital in Detroit. She was 51 
years old. 

Services for Mrs. Randolph will 
be held at 11 am. on Friday, June 21, 
at the Calvary United Methodist 
Church, 15050 Hubbell, in Detroit, 
Dr. Hilda Harris officiating. Inter¬ 
ment is at Mt. Hope Memorial Gar¬ 
dens in Livonia 

Mrs. Randolph is survived by her 


husband, Phillip Randolph; a 
daughter, Grace Randolph; her 
mother; Charlie Mae Ellis, a brother 
and sisters. 

A 1973 graduate of Miami Uni¬ 
versity in Oxford, Ohio, where she 
received a Bachelor’s of Arts, Mrs. 
Randolph went on to receive her 
Masters in Urban Planning and 
Landscape Architecture in 1978 
from Michigan State University. 
She was enrolled in the Doctorate 
Program, in Urban and Regional 
Planning, at MSU, at the time of her 
death.. 

“I do not think you could find a 


better person or a neighbor, or a 
more giving person than Lillian 
Randolph,” said Lillian Collier, a 
neighbor of 15 years.

downtown

. The Stanley Cup has returned 
to Detroit. As a tribute to the 
Red Wings, on Monday morning a 
23-foot-tall, 2,500-pound steel 
replica of Lord Stanley's Cup was 
placed on the front steps of the 
historic Wayne County Building in 
downtown Detroit. 

The Cup will help preside over 
the city’s celebration of the De¬ 
troit Red Wings’ NHL champi¬ 
onship. 

"We want to share the Red 
Wings’ success - and the metro 
area's pride in their accomplish¬ 
ment - with visitors from around 
the country and the world," said 
Wayne County Executive Edward 
H. McNamara. "We're proud of 
the team and proud of our city. 
This is our contribution to the 
celebration." 

The 2,500-pound version of 
hockey’s most coveted prize was 
built by Barton Malow Design, a 
Michigan-based construction ser¬ 
vices firm, in 1997 to honor the 
Red Wings' victory in the Stanley 
Cup finals that year. 

Barton Malow donated their 
time and materials to make the 
Cup a reality. 

After the 1997 victory, the gi¬ 
ant "trophy" adorned the roof of 
the Wayne County Building, 
where it sat between two stick- 
wielding, jersey-clad statues of 
"Winged Victory." 

During the Cup’s two-week 
stay atop the County Building, 
Red Wings defenseman Vladimir 
Konstantiniov and trainer Sergei 
Mnatsakanov were critically in¬ 
jured in a car accident. 

Subsequently, 2,000 fans do¬ 
nated a minimum of $25 each to 
have their names placed on the 
replica trophy, raising more than 
$60,000 for the Beaumont Foun¬ 
dation's Rind for Closed Head In¬ 
juries. 

After the Red Wings' 1998 vic¬ 
tory, the Cup returned to the 
Wayne County Building, this time 
on prominent display on the 
building's front steps.

P-C students must pay to play 


Pay to play is returning to the Ply- 
mouth-Canton school district. As a 
result of needed additional cuts to 
balance the budget, parents will now 
be required to pay a fee for their chil¬ 
dren to participate in athletics, mu¬ 
sic, forensics and various other ex¬ 
tracurricular activities. 

In a board approved plan, all stu¬ 
dents will now be required to pay a 
one time chaise of $13 per activity. 

“That’s just a trip to McDon¬ 
ald’s,” said Judy Mardigian, board 
trustee. “As a parent, I spend a ton 
on extra activities.” 

However, Laurie Williams, Canton 
resident is angry with that senti¬ 
ment. With two children in the dis¬ 
trict, Williams contends that parents 
who have children in many activities 
would have to take many trips to 
McDonald’s to even it out. 

“My kids are involved in a lot of 
activities at school, it will be more 
than a one time thing, unless they 
plan to charge only one fee at the be¬ 
ginning of the year.” 

That isn’t the case. The fee will be 
applied to each activity a student 
participates in, whether it is football, 
basketball, marching band or others. 
Some parents could find themselves 
facing hundreds of dollars in addi¬ 
tional pay outs during the school 
year. 

Williams also contends that there 
are families with budgets stretched 


as tight as the district’s at this time 
in economic slowdown, which may 
leave some kids out of the loop or 
having to be in the position where 
they will have to choose which activi¬ 
ty to take part in. 

Plymouth-Canton has a national¬ 
ly renown marching band that may 
also be affected by the additional 
fees. The PC Boosters already have 
their hands frill raising funds to sup¬ 
port the large marching band, in¬ 
cluding a drive at the moment to 
purchase new uniforms. The band 
places at or near first place every 
year in state -sponsored contests. 

The adoption of the pay to play 
fee is part of cuts designed to trim an 
additional $320,000 from the district’s 
burdened budget. The transporta¬ 
tion department will lose $44,000, 
while another $70,000 will be saved 
by eliminating the administrative in¬ 
tern program. 

In contrast, the district recently 
offered a new contract to teachers 
that will provide salary increases 
each year of the contract, with addi¬ 
tional incentives to reopen the con¬ 
tract after four years to provide more 
if the district is able. 

Beginning with a 2.75% increase 
this year, and an additional 2% in 
each of the next school terms, teach¬ 
ers may see an added quarter per¬ 
centage if student enrollment goes 
up, giving the school additional mon¬ 


ey from Lansing. The added stipula¬ 
tion of holding health care costs 
down will add yet another quarter 
percentage. 

If all of the stipulations are met, 
teachers will eqjoy a 5.25% pay raise 
over the next three years. In the 
fourth year of the contract, teachers 
will be allowed to reopen their con¬ 
tract for additional wage increases. 
The new contracts will cost the dis¬ 
trict nearly two million dollars. 

Pay to play is part of a budget 
overhaul that has already seen 
teacher layoffs and program termi¬ 
nations that have trimmed nearly a 
million dollars from the district bud¬ 
get. In spite of those cuts, Plymouth- 
Canton schools will still have to dip 
into their fund equity balance to the 
tune of a million dollars to balance 
next year’s budget. 

All but one board member ap¬ 
proved the pay to play fee. Marcy 
Staley because residents move to 
the district in order to take advan¬ 
tage of the great extras offered by 
Plymouth-Canton schools. 

“It is a return on our investment,” 
said Staley. “When we look at the 
marching band, our radio station, 
our culinary arts programs, we see 
the reason why people move to our 
district.” 

The board will vote on the final 
budget at their June 25 meeting.

Police crack d©wn on cigarette sales to minors

It doesn't pay to sell cigarettes to 
minors, 

It’s also illegal to sell tobacco in 
the State of Michigan to those who 
are under the age of 18. 

Some seven Wayne businesses 
learned the hard way that if they 
don’t check ID’S of those who ap¬ 
pear to be underage and sell ciga¬ 
rettes to underage consumers, it will 
cost them a trip before the local 
judge to explain their actions. 


7 businesses face fines, jail time 


If convicted of selling tobacco to 
a minor, the defendant could be 
fined up to $500 or sentenced to 90 
days in jail. Or both. 

“They know the law and if they 
are going to violate it, then they will 
pay,” said Wayne Police Chief Mike 
Sumeracki. “Selling (tobacco) to mi¬ 
nors is a misdemeanor, and mer¬ 
chants are constantly warned to 


check IDs to make sure that the 
purchaser is not a minor. There is no 
excuse.” 

Sumeracki said that those who 
were caught selling to minors knew 
better. 

“We have an obligation here to 
enforce the law, and we'will do that. 
It is unfortunate that some un¬ 
scrupulous retailers don’t get the 


message and are looking to make a 
sale rather than upholding the law ” 
The police chief said that during 
a period of four months, law enforce¬ 
ment officers assigned to the COPS 
crew, accompanied by a minor, paid 
80 retail outlets that sell cigarettes in 
the city a visit. The results of those 
visits led to arrests and tickets for 
court appearances.

Window on Wayne

Ever wonder how many under¬ 
takers have served the residents 
and the citizens of Wayne during 
the past 150 years? 

And what the funeral services 
cost in those early years.?. 

I did a little bit of research on the 
subject, and here’s what I uncov¬ 
ered: 

In 1876, Mr. Andrew F. Ditsch be¬ 
came an undertaker in the Village of 
Wayne. The funeral home was locat¬ 
ed on Michigan Avenue over Morri¬ 
son and John’s Shoes Store. Mr. 
Ditsch also made his own coffins. A 
funeral back in those days could 
cost about $30. 

The funeral home was moved to 
Cheney Block at the Masonic Tem¬ 
ple. (That would be on Michigan Av¬ 
enue, on the northside, across from 
Rex Dinner. Some of you will recall 
that the Masonic Tbmple is present¬ 
ly the parking lot, north of the His¬ 
torical Museum on Biddle Street.) 

In 1397, the Brace Brothers set 
up business in Wayne. Joe and 
Chauncey also established a marble 
works and undertakers’ business 
was on Michigan Avenue. The mar¬ 
ble works was located where the old 
Wrigley’s Store used to be.. 

In 1896, Mr. Andrew Ditsch died, 
and his son took over the business 
and worked for one yeai; then he de¬ 
cided to sell it to a Mr. Milon Bills. 

In 1899, Mr. W. D. Morton from 
Milan, Michigan, and Willis, took 
over the Ditsch Rineral Home from 
Mr. Bills and, within the year (1900) 
Mr. Morton and his brother; James, 
opened a coffin-making business 
and furniture store in the Odd Fel¬ 
lows Building, on Newberry Road, 
between Norris and Brush Streets. 

As the 20th Century began, a Mr. 
Louis Howe and Harry Reed 
opened a funeral home in the Glad¬ 
stone Shoe Store, but the business 
closed after only one year The same 
fate met Russell Trowbridge’s enter¬ 
prise in the Wilson block. Mr. Trow¬ 
bridge opened a funeral home in the 
city in 1910, and within the year; the 
death knell sounded for the busi¬ 
ness. 

In 1912, Mr. William P Sherritt 
opened a funeral home in Wayne 
and two years later he moved it to 
the Masonic Building where he also 
started a furniture store. 

In 1933, Mr Wendt opened up a

Cicirelli and her position to ne¬ 
gotiate a better deal with the 
Central Wayne Energy Recov¬ 
ery Limited Partnership. Read¬ 
ers know Ivan and I have de¬ 
manded time and again that 
city officials either get a better 
deal or break the contract with 
the incinerator people. 

Westland and other cities, 
like Wayne and Inkster, have 
been getting a raw deal. What 
costs $10 to $20 a ton to dump 
in a landfill, costs member 
cities $62 a ton to burn in the 
incinerator. 

Cicirelli will be hard-pressed 
to negotiate a better deal. Con¬ 
stellation, the Partnership’s 
corporate parent, lost a whop¬ 
ping $6.1 million dollars from 
incinerator operations despite 
charging the outrageous prices 
to member cities. Apparently 
the authority has not picked up 
enough trash business from 
outside sources, despite charg¬ 
ing market rates, to make a 
profit. That doesn’t bode well 
for the future of the incinerator. 

That loss, plus the fact that 
Constellation has not been 
timely with its tax payments, 
may turn negotiations to a dis¬ 
solution of the contract instead 
of a renegotiation. If that is the 
case, I think all of the munici¬ 
palities involved will be better 
off. 



Reps drop ball on excessive bail 


If you were arrested and asked to 
give up a right in order to be re¬ 
leased on bail, what would you do? 
Some Michigan residents may be 
faced with that choice if a bill (HB 
6041) currently working its way 
through the state legislature be¬ 
comes law 

The Eighth Amendment to the 
U.S. Constitution says, “ Excessive 
bail shall not be required, nor exces¬ 
sive fines imposed, nor cruel and un¬ 
usual punishments inflicted.” The 
U.S. Constitution is silent about un¬ 
der what circumstances bail can be 
denied. 

However the Michigan State 
Constitution lists the specific crimes 
for which bail can be denied. Those 
are mainly violent felonies, first de¬ 
gree criminal sexual conduct, mur¬ 
der treason and kidnapping. For all 
other crimes alleged, reasonable bail 
must be granted. 

HB 6041 would allow judges, in 
cases where bail cannot be denied, 
to require persons to waive extradi¬ 
tion. If the person refused to waive 
that right, that could be ‘taken into 
consideration” in setting bail. In oth¬ 
er words, if you don’t waive that 
right bail will be set a lot higher than 
it normally would.

For persons alleged to have com¬ 
mitted crimes for which bail can be 
denied (under the state constitu¬ 
tion), judges must require a waiver 
to be signed or deny bail regardless 
of the normal criteria for granting 
bail. Normal criteria for granting bail 
are risk of flight and whether the 
person is a danger to himself or oth¬ 
ers. What HB 6041 does is add a 
third consideration to granting bail. 
If the person refuses to be coerced 
into signing a waiver, bail will be de¬ 
nied. 

The constitutional question in¬ 
volved is this. Would the setting of a 
higher than normal bail for persons 
refusing to sign a waiver of the right 


to an extradition hearing be “exces¬ 
sive” bail? And would denial of bail 
for the same refusal be “cruel and 
unusual punishment?” 

Also, under a companion bill (HB 
6042) if the state has to extradite a 
person who has refused to sign a 


waiver he will be billed for the entire 
cost of the extradition. This would 
include the cost of transportation 
and the salaries and fringe benefits 
of any officers or state employees in¬ 
volved in the process. That is addi¬ 
tional economic “incentive” to sign 
the waiver. 

If these precedents are set, what 
will be next? It may seem extreme 
now, but would a person refusing to 
waive extradition or some other 
right lose his right to a jury trial, the 
right to be represented by an attor¬ 
ney and the right of appeal? Consid¬ 
er the fact that those rights have al¬ 
ready been lost where cities have 
changed some misdemeanors to 
“civil infractions.” 

That these two bills would be in¬ 
troduced in Lansing, which appear 
to be only for the convenience of the 
state in avoiding extradition hear¬ 
ings, is not in itself shocking. What is 
shocking is that no state representa¬ 
tives seemed to have had a problem 
with them. Both bills passed in the 
house without a dissenting vote, 
100-0. The bills are now under con¬ 
sideration in the state senate.

Don’t rain on Cantonas paracOe

It’s festival season. Belleville’s 
Strawberry Festival a done deal Can¬ 
ton’s Liberty Fest and Westland’s 
Summer Festival a-coming. 

The eleventh Liberty Fest, which 
begins Thursday night with family en¬ 
tertainment and a free showing of 
Shrek at Heritage Park, is growing. 
More days. More events. 

This year’s big addition is the first 
Liberty Fest Parade, taking off at 9:30 
a.m. Saturday from the Summit’s 
parking lot. 

Not only will the parade make the 
Fest more festive, it will enhance the 
township, which hasn’t had a parade 
for years. 

During those years, my largest 
complaints about Canton, where I’ve 
lived for six years, were the township 
government’s mania for sprawl and 
phobia for pedestrians. Six years ago, 
the government was so in love with 
asphalt that the board brushed off ur¬ 
ban planner extraordinaire Dick 
Carlisle’s report on the township’s 
shortage of parks. (Who needs parks? 
township officials responded. Subdivi¬ 
sion open space is the same thing.) 

Or four years ago, how a Michigan 
Department of Transportation official 
pointed out to me how Supervisor 
Tom back’s road proposal would in¬ 
crease traffic. (When voters, who 


turned down his proposed sprawl 
millage, agreed, Yack had said, “I 
guess voters want to live in a town 
with only two main roads.”) 

But to his credit, Yack and his ad¬ 
ministrators got the residents’ mes¬ 
sage. Parks became a priority. We’re 
even getting a hiking trail and possi¬ 
bly a passive park. 

Though Canton’s not getting resi¬ 
dential boulevards, at least yack isn’t 
trying to tax residents to pay for five- 
lane black tops for more strip malls 
and mobile home parks. And the 
township did approve Cherry Hill Vil¬ 
lage, a pedestrian neighborhood. 

Now we’re getting a parade. 

People win actually march. Led by 
cops, firefighters, and the Drum and 
Fife Corp., scouts, clowns, animals, 
and “friends and neighbors” will 
march, according to parade chair 
Fred Bolden. 

Who marches will read like a map 
of the community. So I’m interested 
in seeing which community groups 
and businesses turnout. 

With several veterans halls, many 
service clubs, and a strong local busi¬ 
ness community, the Westland Sum¬ 
mer Festival Parade is spectacular, 
drawing tens of thousands of specta¬ 
tors in good weather 

Perhaps one day Canton will 
evolve enough of a community to sup¬ 
port a spectacular parade. The Liber¬ 
ty Fest parade could be the first step. 


At this year’s Fest, I will also be 
looking at two performances, the Re¬ 
flections, who will singing doo-wop on 
the Heritage Park amphitheater 
stage at 7:30 pm Friday, and “Canton 
Celebrates it’s People,” ethnic songs, 
dances, and stories, performed Satur¬ 
day afternoon at the amphitheater 

The two shows contrast two differ¬ 
ent views of multicultnmlism. 

The Reflections, a white group 
who sings black street-comer music 
from the 1950s is my kind of multicul- 
turalism. Brought together by a de¬ 
sire to make money, black vocal 
groups, singing with styles evolved in 
black church choirs and gospel 
groups to melodies influenced by 
blues and jazz musicians, joined to¬ 
gether with predominantly Jewish 
songwriters and record producers 
and created a classic American com¬ 
mercial sound. It celebrates a com¬ 
mon people. 

“Canton Celebrates it’s People” is 
a new kind of multiculturalism, the 
kind taught pushed by the Canton 
Human Relations Commission and 
taught at Plymouth-Canton schools. 

Not fueled by mammon, its creat¬ 
ed in separateness to celebrate cultur¬ 
al differences. 

I will be watching to see which 
draws the greatest response, a cele¬ 
bration of our sameness or our differ¬ 
ences? “Sixty Minute Man” or ‘Hare 
Krishna.”

The vacant lot across the street 
from the Fire Station has been avail¬ 
able as long as I can recall and yet it 
remains unsold, as does the City- 
owned property West of the parking 
structure. 

You also mention that the Clin- 
ton-Wayne Road property was of¬ 
fered to the City for $360,000. Of 
course, that figure did not include 
the demolition and clean up of the 
existing structure. 

As for the purchase price of the 
Ash Street house and your com¬ 
ments about the assessed value, I 
am not certain but I believe that 
property was producing income 
through rentals.

It appears that you 
opposed the City allocating 
$300,000. of the purchase price to be 
put back into the project with the 
money earmarked to help defray the 
excessive costs of the footings due 
to the unsuitable soil encountered 
deep below the surface. 

I suppose we all could say that 
the developer was negligent in not 


having soil borings done early 
enough or deep enough to discover 
that the site had been used as a 
dump in earlier times. After all, 
hindsight is 20/20. 

However, I am thankful that a 
majority of the City Council had the 
wisdom and foresight to work with 
the developer to see that the project 
became a reality. Obviously, the City 
could have taken a hard nosed atti¬ 
tude and declined to help the devel¬ 
oper when they came before the 
City Council seeking some relief 
But then again, the developer, 
now faced with an additional 
$800,000 above and beyond what 
was the projected cost for the foot¬ 
ings, they could have chosen to cut 
their losses and walked away from 
the project. Then the City of Wayne 
would be left with still another va¬ 
cant building in the heart of it’s 
downtown. 

Of course, the City would then 
have to disclose it’s knowledge of 
the unstable and unsuitable soil to 
any future developer. Needless to 
say, it’s doubtful that any developer 
would chose to take on such an un¬ 
desirable site. And it’s no secret that 
developers are not beating down 
the doors trying to get into the City. 

And .that is a shame, because 
this City has so much to offer. 

But one thing this city does not 
need is another vacant building. But 
then again, that’s a topic for another 
day.

Severe Plymouth-Canton policy changes 
tabled after superintendent resigns

Kathleen Booher, Plymouth- 
Canton superintendent, schools 
claims Freedom of Information Act 
(FOIA) demands and public scruti¬ 
ny were not the reasons she re¬ 
signed this month. 

However, her efforts to push 
through policy changes cast doubt 
on that declaration. 

Last year Booher spent a lot of 
time deflecting residents requests 
for information available to the pub¬ 
lic. Many citizens asked for the infor¬ 
mation under FOIA. Even then, 
their requests were denied. In an ef¬ 
fort to avoid further requests, 
Booher presented policy revisions to 
the board that would make it al¬ 
most impossible for residents to 
gain access to information, to talk 
with board members, to speak out 
at board meetings, or to get answers 
from administration employees. 

Some current board members 
strongly object to the wording used 
in proposed Policy 4200, which seeks 
to revise the board’s code of ethics. 
If passed, it would limit information 
a board member could share with 
the public at board meetings, in pri¬ 
vate, or through the press. 

Booher wants to the definition of 
“privileged information” broadened 
to whatever the administration may 
label privileged, although it may not 
be privileged under law or the US 
Constitition. 

Board member Mark Slavens, a 
lawyer objected to the term “privi¬ 
leged,” stating that the term should 
be removed unless the phrase “ap¬ 
plicable under the law” was includ¬ 
ed.

what the law states?” he asked. 
Bill Albertson, the district’ attorney, 
on hand at the request of Booher, 
said that there were no legal or prac¬ 
tical reasons not to go ahead an ap¬ 
prove the policy revisions as pre¬ 
sented. 

He was concerned that the 
phrase “applicable under the law” 
would modify the policy’s intent by 
letting the law — not policy — define 
“privileged information.” 

He said that if the board’s intent 
is to keep privileged only the infor¬ 
mation that is non-disclosable by 
law, then that would be a small 
amount of information. 

Fearing the board’s refusal to 
adopt the revision would restrict su¬ 
perintendent’s, Booher told the 
board that if they added the phrase 
“applicable under the law,” they 
would restrict the administration’s 
ability to determine what is or isn’t 
privileged. 

“If a superintendent is going to 


be able to honor the board with full 
and frank communication, then the 
superintendent and other board 
members have to have the confi¬ 
dence that one board member will 
not take information that is deemed 
as privileged and not share it with 
other citizens or with the newspa¬ 
pers,” she said. 

Slavens objected on constitu¬ 
tional grounds to the proposals to 
gag board members from speaking 
without the administration’s per¬ 
mission. 

“There is no intent in the policy 
to limit what a board member can 
say,” said Albertson. However, the 
policy reads as follows: “The board 
speaks through its minutes and not 
through its individual members. 
Therefore, each member shall not 
give directives to the Superinten¬ 
dent, administration or staff, nor 
speak for the board when involved 
in an activity as an individual board 
member unless authorized to act as 
an official representative of the 
board.” 

In a further instruction, board 
members are also limited through 
policy revision 4302 in discussing at 
board meetings any issue with at¬ 
tending citizens. 

The revised portion of the policy 
reads: ‘During board meetings, the 
board listens to comments from the 
public but does not engage in dia¬ 
logue or render decisions. In general, 
such issues will be referred to the su¬ 
perintendent for handling as appro¬ 
priate. The superintendent shall ad¬ 
vise the board of the final disposi¬ 
tion.” 

Citizens already complain that 
the lack of communication between 
the board and public is terrible. 
Booheris policy revisions could com¬ 


pound a problem that has had ten¬ 
sions growing and more residents 
demanding access to answers and 
information. 

Resident Clifford Hill told the 
board that many residents would 
like to speak at board meetings but 
believe it is useless to do so. 

“I’m still naive, I believe in public 
forum,” he said. “If these policy revi¬ 
sions are passed, we will not be able 
to get any information. Anytime 
there is a possibility of abuse, it will 
be abused.” 

Hill called for an individual vote 
saying that the public had a right to 
know where each board member 
stood on the policy revisions. 

Resident Debbie Madonna said: 
‘Your own board member who is an 
attorney is very concerned with the 
legality of these policies.” 

She said that the current policies 
are coherent, easy to read, and com¬ 
ply with the law. 

“Why are you spending so much 
time on policy when you have other 
issues far more important?” she 
asked. 

Madonna questions why a policy 
committee would author a docu¬ 
ment the surrenders so much power 
to the superintendent. “These poli¬ 
cies have been rejected in the public, 
and in the media,” she said. 

The most ironic part of the policy 
revision is a sentence in fundamen¬ 
tal beliefs for governance which 
reads: 

“The free flow of information 
throughout the district, from boiler 
room to lunchroom, to classroom to 
boardroom, is essential to good gov¬ 
ernance.” 

At the moment, the policy revi¬ 
sions are tabled for the new board, 
which meets next month.

Southwest Water Treatment Plant, located on Moran 
Road in Allen Park, draws its raw surface water 
from the Detroit River near Fighting Island.

The sources of drinking water (both tap and bottle 
water) include rivers, lakes, streams, ponds, reser 
voirs, springs, and wefls. As water travels over the 
surface of the land or through the ground, it dis 
solves naturallyoccurring mineral and, in some 
cases, radioactive material, and can pick up sub 
stances fesulting from the presence of animals or 
from human activity. 

Contaminants that may be present in source water include: 

Microbial contaminants, such as viruses and bacteria, which may 
come from sewage treatment plants, septic systems, agricultural 
livestock operations, and wildlife.
